No. 60/325/ 48-Eats, — In exorcise of the powers conferred 
by sub -section (2) of section 241 of tho Government of India 
Act, 1935, the Governor General is pleased to make the 
following rules to regulate the conditions of service of, 
temporary Government servants;* — 

l 1 (I) These rules may be called the Central Civil Services 
(Temporary Service) Rules, 1949, 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (3), these, rules 
shall apply to all persons who hold a civil post under the 
Government of India and who are under the rule making 
control of the Governor- General, but who do not hold a hen 
on any post under the Government of India or any Provin- 
cial Government. 

(8) Nothing in these rules shall apply to: — 

(a) Railway servants, 

(b) personnel paid from Defence Services Estimates; 

(c) Government servants engaged on contract; 

(d) Government servants not in whole time employ- 
ment ; 

(e) Government servants paid out of contingencies; 

(f) Persons employed ill extra- temp or ary establish- 

ments or in work chained establishments, 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context: — 

(a) ‘ Government Service" means temporary service 
under the Government of India, and includes in 
the case of former employees of the Governments 
of Sind, the North West Frontier Province and 
Baluchistan service under any of those Govern- 
ments ; 

(b) "quasi- permanent Service" moans temporary ser- 
vice commencing from the date on which a declara- 
tion issued under rule 3 takes effect and consisting 
of periods of duty and leave (other than extra- 
ordinary leave) after that date; 

(c) specified post ' means the particular postj or the 
particular grade of posts within a cadre, ™ as- 
pect of which a Government servant is c *ed 
to be quasi-permanent under rule 8; 

(d) "temporary service" means officiating and subs- 
tantive service in a temporary post, and officiating 
service in a permanent post, under the Govern- ^ 
ment of India. 

3. A Government servant shall be deemed to be in quasi- 
permanent service:. — 

(i) if he has been in continuous Government service for 

more than three years; 

(ii) if the appointing authority, being satisfied as to his 

suitability in respect of age, qualifications, work 
and character for employment in a quasi-perma- 
nent capacity, has issued a declaration to that 
effect, in accordance with such instructions as the 
Governor- General may issue horn time to time. 

(a) A declaration issued under rule 3 shall specify the 
particular post or the particular grade of posts within a 
cache, in respect of which it is issued, and the date from 
which it takes effect. 

(b) Where recruitment to a specified post is required to 
be made in consultation with the Federal Public^ Service 
Commission no such declaration shall be issued except 
after consultation with the Commission, 
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5. (a) The service of a temporary Government servant 
who is not in quasi-permanent service shall be liable, to 
terrhi nation at any time by notice in writing given either 
by the Government servant to the appointing authority, or 
by the appointing authority to the Government servant. 

(b) The period of such notice shall be one month, unless 
otherwise, agreed to by the Government and by the Govern- 
ment servant. 

6. The service of a Government servant in quasi- 
permanent servico shall bo liable to termination: — * 

(i) in the same circumstances and in the same manner 

as a Government sorvant in permanent servico, or 

(ii) when the appointing authority concerned has 
certified that a reduction has occurred in the 
number of poets available for Government servants 
not in permanent service: 

Provided that the service of a Government servant in 
quasi-permanent service shall not bo liable to termination 
under clause (ii) so long as any post of the same grade 
and under the game appointing authority as the speeifiod 
post held by him, continues to be held by a Government 
BQEvant not in permanent or quasi-permanent service: 

further that as among Government servants in 
juapi-permanent service whose specified posts arc of the 
same grade and under the same appointing authority, 
termination of service consequent on reduction of posts 
shall ordinarily take place in order of juniority in tho list 
referred to in rule 7. 

7. (I) Subject to the provisions of this rule, a Govern- 
ment. Bcrvant in respect of whom a declaration has been 
issued under rule 3, shall be eligible for a permanent 
appointment on the occurrence of a vacancy in the specified 
posts which may be reserved for being filled from among 
persons in quasi-permanent service, in accordance with 
such instructions as may be issued by the Governor- 
General in this behalf from time to time 

Explanation . — No such declaration shaJJ confer upon any 
person a right to claim a permanent appointment to any 

pOB(j. 

(2) Every appointing authority shall, from time to time, 
after consultation with the appropriate Departmental 
Promotions Committee, propare a list, in order of pre- 
cedence, of persons in quasi-permanent service who are 
eligible for a permanent appointment*. In preparing such 
a list, the appointing authority shall consider both the 
seniority and the merit of l he Government servants con- 
cerned. All permanent appointments which are reserved 
under sub-rule (1) under the control of any such appointing 
authority shall be made in accordanco with such list: 

vided that the Government may order that permanent 
x x - ntment to any grade or post may be made purely in 
order of seniority. 

8. A Government servant in qunsi-pernianent service 
and holding a specified post shall, as from the date on 
which his service is declurcd to be quasi-permanont, be 
entitled to the same conditions of service iji respect of 
leave, allowances and disciplinary matters as a Government 
servant in permanent service holding the specified post. 

9. A Government servant in quasi-permanent service 
shall, if his service is terminated otherwise than as a 
disciplinary measure or by resignation, be eligible for— 

(a) a gratuity at. the rate of half a month's pay for 
each completed year of quasi -permanent service, 
suoli gratuity being payable on the basis of the 
pay admissible to such Government servant in 
respect of the specified post on the last day of 
his service, and 

(b) any gratuity to which he is entitled in respect of 
his service before his appointment to quasi- 
permanent service. 

If). Where a Government servant in quasi-peimnncnt 
service is appointed substantively to a permanent post, the 


entire period of liie quasi-permanent service, together with 
one-half of the period of the preceding continuous 
temporary service (excluding extraordinary leave) rendered 
after 2nd September 1939, shall bo deemed to be qualify- 
ing service for the grant of pension or gratuity, as the case 
may be.

RESOLUTION

No. 68-F. — The Government of India have received 
representations from various relations of His late Highness 
Mahtirajadkiraja Maharao Sir Sarup Ram Singh, Maharao 
of Sirohi, who died without leaving any heir male of the 
body or an adopted son, challenging the valivlity of the 
succession of Hib Highness Maharao Taj Singh ji, son of 
Rajsahiban Bhopal Singh of the senior sub- branch of the 
Mandar branch of the 'Ruling family to the gaddi of 
Hirohj. His Highness Maharao IV j Singliji was selected 
by the late Crown Representative and was recognised on 
bohalf of His Majesty the King as the Maharao of Sirohi 
in May 1946. As, however, doubts have been raised 
regarding the succession, the Government of India have 
decided to constitute a Committee consisting a person of 
the status of a High Court Judgo and two Ruling Princes 
to enquire into and report on the rights of the various 
claimants to succeed to the gaddi and the validity of tho 
succession of His Highness Maharao Tej Singliji Bahadur. 
The Committee shall consist of : — - 

(1) Shri H. V. Divatia, Chief Justice, Sauraehtra, 
and Retired Judge, Bombay High Court 

(2) His Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur, and 

(3) His Highness the Maharao of Kotah. 

2. 8hri H. V. Divatia will be the President of 3 he 
Committee with full power to arrange the procedure and 
settle the course of enquiry, and generally control and 
regulate the proceedings of 3 lie Committee as from time 
to time shall appear to him proper for the purposes of 
the enquiry. 

3. The Committee shall assemble at Abu as early as 
possible, hear all relevant evidence and submit its report 
to the Government of India by 39th April 1949.
